Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendments received on 
05/24/2007, 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification contains numerous typos and errors. The specification needs to be 
revised. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 3, 
last paragraph, "the system communicating to the detection receiver and to the 
first code receiver" is vague. Because according to Fig, 1, Transmitter (and not 
the whole system) communicates to the detection receiver and to the first code 
receiver. Also "the system selectively communicating to the detection receiver 
and not the first code receiver during the second time period" needs to be fixed 
as well. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: a comprehensive search of prior art of record failed to disclose, 
either alone or in combination, a communication system for broadcasting a 
channel signal, the system comprising: a detection receiver for receiving a 
channel signal having a modulated carrier for communicating first messages 
using a first spreading code and communicating second messages using a 
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second spreading code; a transmitter for broadcasting the channel signal by 
modulating a carrier by the first spread spectrum signal during a first time period 
and by the second spread spectrum signal during the second time period, and a 
first code receiver for receiving the first message during the first time period, the 
transmitter communicating to the detection receiver and to the first code receiver 
during the first time period, the transmitter selectively communicating to the 
detection receiver and not the first code receiver during the second time period. .
